sons were, killed outright and thirty 
more were injured at Cold Springs har- 
bor at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
They were just clearing the dock oifan 
excursion barge 'to return to Brooklyn 
when the vessel was struck by a heavy, 
•quail and dashed against the dock. .It 
was In the midst of a terrible thunder; 
storm; the'waves ran high, and some 
people think that the mast of. the 
barge on which the people were killed 
was struck by lightning. This is not 
known, however. 
' All was excitement and confusion; 
women and children were "running 
about and screaming with fright. The 
sky was .dark and threatening and a 
heavy sea-was running, when, the up- 
per deck of the barge fell with a erasa 
upon the crowd beneath. 


Fourteen parsons lay dead upon the 


deck when < tbe wreckage was cleared 
away, and upward of thirty more were 
severely Injured. Others are supposed 
to have fallen into the water, but up to 
9 o'clock no bodies .had" been' washed 
ashore or recovered. 


The excursion, was sent out by the 


large" dry-goods house of Gelser, of 
Brooklyn, for the beneflt of Its em- 
ployes, but- many other persons took 
advantage of the excursion to go along. 
In all there were about 350 persons, 
nearly all of' whom are 'residents ot 
Brooklyn and Willamsburg. • The ex- 
cursion had two barges which belonged 
to Mlld's Excursion Co., and were towed 
by a, large- tug. The excursion left 
Brooklyn early yesterday morning and 
arrived at Cold Spring harbor about 
noon.

When tbe, confusion had subsided the, 
superintendent of Getaer's establish- 
ment made arrangements for sending 
the killed and injured to their homes in 
Brooklyn by special train.

A scene of wild confusion and panic 


ensued which beggars description. The 
screams of the women and children, of 
which the excursion was mainly com* 
posed; the hoarse shouts of the men 
and the groans of the wounded and dy- 
ing could be plainly heard above the 
rumbling of the thunder. 
' 


Inky, black clouds had made it al- 


most as dark as night, and at every 
lightning flash those on .board the 
steamer saw a great mass of persons 
struggling to extricate themselves frorn 
beneath the wreck and ruin of the 
awning. 


The boats were hastily tied up to the 


dock again and those-on the steamer, 
aided by the villagers who had harried 
to the scene, began Ihe work of rescu- 
ing those On board the barge. /The 
debris was soon cleared away and the 
bodies:of the'dead and'Injured were 
taken from the barge and put on board 
the steamer,, where the wounded re- 
cieved every attention. 


Fourteen persons were found to have 


perished by, the storm which had sprung- 
up with Mich frightful suddenness, 
changing a'scene of gayety to one of 
lamentation and mourning. 


The coroner immediately summoned 
• jury, and after an examination per- 
mitted the removal of the bodies. The 
jury In its verdict strongly censured 
the owner of the excursion barge for 
carelessness, as the vessel was found 
to be as rotten as punk and totally un- 
seanortby.

Arms and Munitions Landed at IaulQ.ua. 


IQUKJCK, Aug. 18.—On August S the 


congressional steam transport Maipo 
anchored here, after an absence of 
forty-five days. She brought a large 
supply of munitions of war, including 
seventy-five Krupp (rune of different 
calibre, and 12,000 magazine rifles, with 
a plentiful supply of ammunition. It 
is believed they were transferred from 
a European steamship near Falkland 
islands, and great care was taken to 
prevent a repetition of the Itata af- 
fair.

Producing Bain. 


Tbe (act that the expedition sent out 


by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, to experiment in producing 
a rainfall by agitating the atmosphere by 
concussions has succeeded in causing a 
two inch (all ot rain where there has been 
a long drouth becomes at once a matter 
of much interest to the people. 


Thia test, for whiah an appropriation 


was ramie by the last Congress, through 
the influence of Senator Charlgs B. Far- 
well/of this state, is the result of a theory 
long held by many men, that explosions 
in the air have'l tendency to produce 
condensation of suspended vapor and 
precipitate it in the form of rain. Tbe 
theory grew out'of the fact that, immed- 
iately after a large majority of battles in 
past wart), copious rains have fallen. On 
this subject Edward Powers, of Delevan, 


Wie., 
after extensive investigation pub- 


lished, a year ago, an exceedingly inter, 
eating book entitled "War and the 
Weather," in which he has collated (acts 
which show that almost every battle in 
the East, West and South during the late 
war was immediately followed by rain. 
That of the.battles in Mexico, in Europe 
and also in Asia the same is true. In 
this volume is cited the fact, which some 
of our readers may recall, that in August! 
1873, when Henry Meiggs w,as building 
the railroad in Peru, South America, a 
tremendous rain came , to this rainless 
county -which inflicted great damage ow- 
ing to the fact that the houses were not 
covered to tarn rain. This rain was sup- 
posed to have been brought on by blast- 
ing rocks in the mountains in construct- 
ing the road bed. 


Tbe experiment o? Monday which re- 


sulted in rain was uiecle in Texas, at a 
point where there has been no rain for a 
long period. In foot the rain followed 
the explosions' which were made in test- 
ing the devices to be used in making the 
experiment. It was not a gentle shower 
bat a vwo inch rain covering an area of 
about 1,000 square miles. 


With this result it seems that we arc 


upon the threshold ol the production of 
rain by artificial means. Should the ar- 
tificial production of rain become a eci- 
entifta (act some grave questions are 
likely to grow oat ot it. First will be 
tbe theological theory held by some that 
God gives and withholds the rain. There 
will be those who will regard the artifi- 
cial production of rain as an unwarranted 
interference with the decrees of God, re- 
gardless of the fact that the natural laws 
Qxed! by the Creator are agents which 
man was intended to uae in his own be- 
half. 


Then there will arise the difficulty of 


bringing rain at a timo to suit all the 
inhabitants of any given locality. There 
will always be those who are not ready 
for rain, which will give rise to a neces- 
sity for legislation requiring every man to 
be ready, or else fix rain dates by law. 
Then again if tho Government should 
undertake to conduct the rain business 
tbe dogma of st:ite sovereignty wilt oon< 
front it, and the question of tbfi right of 
the Government to go into a sovereign 
.state to water .the faraisrs's c?ops nil] 
rise up liken spectra in the fihu^e of a 
lot of old fossils, who would rather bora 
up by drouth than surrender a doctrine 
that lim ^brought our counter uotbing 
but w«r and blood, nud evil and corrup- 
tion. But ia face of all these dangers wo 
say let tlnj work of experimenting in J/bo 
artificial production ot rain go on, and if 
it can be mrde a success the country 
will somehow manage to get rid of the 
driftwood. _^_^^____
